Los AHOKLEH, October 11.—When the 


irrigation congress 
reassembled this 


morning a debate occurred over the 
granting of proxies. The vote for prox- 
ies carried by 30 majority. 


A large number of resolutions were 


presented. Arizona asked that congress 
be memorialized by the present irriga- 
tion congress to tidntit the territory us a 
state. Another resolution was offered 
that in all stales and territories not hav- 
ing an irrigation department or bureau 
steps should be taken at once to have 
the legislatures establish such. Another 
resolution was offered that when once 
water was brought to land that owners 
of the land should have a right to it. All 
resolutions were referred to tlie commit- 
tee on resolutions. Another resolution 
"sets forth that settlers on semi-arid 
lands of th« government should have 
government aid in reclaiming water 
supplies and some part of the money re- 
ceived by the government for tho land 
should go to tlie establishment of water 
basins and other'water supplies. 


T. H, Newell, of the interior depart- 


ment, read :i paper on government in- 
vestigations. 
He declared that 
tlie 


main question after getting water was 
the proper distribution of it. 


T. Kamon DeYobarrola, a Mexican 


delicate, was then called to the chair 
and presided while John 1*. Irish read a. 
paper on the need of immediate action 
and compilation and publication of irri- 
gation matters. 
Colonel Irish repre- 


sented tho irrigation division of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 


Hon. J. It. McDonald presided at the 


afternoon BeHHiou, and Hon. J. W. Greg- 
ory of Kansas read a paper on tho sig- 
niuYaiicti of irrigation us regards the 
groat plain 
regions of the 
United 


Ktatcs. He contended tlmt with irriga- 
tion these semi-arid lands would blos- 
som like an Oriental garden, and that 
the heat and storms of the dry months 
would be robbed of their terror to the 
farmer. 


Dr. Joseph Jarvis of lllvcraidc read a 


paper on "Irrigation as Applied to 
Horticulture." He gave a. review of ir- 
rigation in Southern California and the 
results attained. The whole irrigation 
problem rests on tbo education of the 
enet to its importance. 


Colonel Hinton presented a resolution 


recommending tho organiscalion of Htnte 
irrigation associations and the early un- 
nciiibling of slate conventions to con- 
tinue tlio work of tills body, which was 
referred to tlie committee. 


Alexander Bruce of New South "Wales 


toM of the resources of that country and 
said surveys had been made for irriga- 
tion development. 


Spires of Los Angeles presented a 


resolution asking tho advancement on 
the United Slates supremo court calen- 
dar for an immediate hearing of tbo easts

Part of the money will be 
will by tho company to redeem some of 
ts bonds and a part for the extension of 
lie Southern Pacific system.

WASHINGTON, October 11.—The usual 


methods by which controversies over 
legislation are settled has failed to carry, 
and the world is now watching tlie de- 
cision of the great financial question by 
the test of physical endurance.

Wine reduced from 12>ij cents per 


gallon by rail and 7% cents by sea to 3 
cents per gallon by all lines. 


Borax from $1 by rail to 35 cents by 


rail or sea.. 


Wool in greaee from $1.50 per 100 


pounds, and scoured $2.50 per 100 
pounds by rail, to 75 cents per 100 
pounds by all lines. 


Beans from $1.10. per 100 pounds by 


rail to 50 cents by rail and 30 cents by 
steamer. 


Barley from 90 cents by rail to 30 


cents by rail and 25 cents by steamer. 
Other seeds and California products, in- 
cluding leather, have been similarly af- 
fected.

The address says the Traffic Associa- 


tion was chiefly organized to break down 
the Transcontinental Association and 
force a discontinuance of tho payment of 
the subsidy to the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company for the purpose of keep- 
ing the Panama route closed as a com- 
petitor, and congratulates the public 
that that object has been accomplished. 
It closes by urging still more harmoni- 
ous and energetic action that tho com- 
merce of the coast may be freed from a 
transportation monopoly.

powers; your proceedings are in secret 
and you may not disclose them, thus se- 
curing tho integrity and independence 
of your actions against every improper 
influence; you may require any citizen 
to answer at the bar of public justice on 
a charge- involving his life, liberty and 
honor; therefore, the law contemplates 
that you shall act with entire impartial-; 
ity, free of malice or ill-will, without j 
favor or affection.

In the performance of your duties you ' 


should know neither friend nor foo.posi- ' 
lion nor condition, but in all you do,pre- ' 
sent the truth.tho whole truth and noth- 
ing but the truth. 


"As to the kind of evidence you 


should receive and tho degree of evi- 
dence to warrant an indictment, you arc 
referred to sections 920 and 921 of the 
Penal Code, and before entering upon 
the regular order of your business I 
would advise a careful reading on your 
part of sections 915 to 928, inclusive, of 
said Code.
